Colonel 


John Doyle's wonderful vinegar mine 
iu Boavorhesul county passes the domain 
of doubt into the sunlight of truth. 
It 


is backed by crisji affidavits, and afli- 
duviu cost one dollar each in Montana. 
The colonel nnd his partners did not 
confine themselves to vinojjar. They 
discovered a mountain of pure alum in 
tlie Beaverhead range, 


The discovery was considered a ten 


strike and better than a gold mine. 
They kept tho find a secret for several 
weeks, during which a shaft was sunk 
to the depth of 200 feet. 
The cut was 


made all the way through a tsolid vein 
of alum, and it was estimated that the 
whole mountain was composed of it. A 
large pile of stuff was heaped near the 
mine ready for shipment, and the miners 
had a scheme to Hood the market with 
their product and rake iu $1,000,000 at 
one fell swoop.
